Applicants elect invention group I, claims 1-11, and the following species: polypeptide 
6169, a membrane-bound peptide, atherosclerosis, a competition binding assay, polypeptide 
activity (aberration), and polypeptide (modulator). 

Claims 1-11 read on the elected species. 

The restriction requirement included a Notice to Comply with Sequence Listing
